The idea of a community press run by community editors 


working under the direction of committees is one of the most 
impracticable and absurd that was ever advanced, and it is 
surprising (hat such a suggestion should have been offered by 
a woman of Miss Rankin's standing, even in fhese days of 
extravagant notions.
